This memorandum will serve to confirm the various 
detailed reports that you have been receiving from Colonel Bov/man 
regarding the progress of our liquidation.

Transportation v/ill be allotted sufficient space to 
i care of their normal activities. 

Mss Heany will remain on the basis worked out v;ith 
X. Murphy, namely, that she v/ill do double duty in this office 
in any way considered necessary by Hr. Staight. 

The matter of security. I believe that Fr. llagel and 
one other man should remain at least for another thirty days 
from October 31st in order to make the proper spot checks, 
continue courier service and any other security measures deemed 
necessary. 

Most of the excess special OSS files and material are 
being packed and will be forwarded to Washington. Other equip- 
ment will be placed temporarily in the V/eisburger Storage V/are- 
house and disposed of through normal surplus channels locally. 

This whole picture contemplates a remainder force in 
New York of between 15 and 20, depending on the nmber of 
people who will work out of the New York office for Colonel 
McIntyre but not maintaining desk space, just headquarters.

ACTIVITIES : At present the greatest proportion of the time of this Division is 

spent in compiling supplemental data to the Termination Reports sent in by the 
manufacturers of the items which were purchased through this office. As some of 
these contracts go back over, a period of several years, the compiling of the above 
mentioned data is quite a lengthy job and requires a thorough study of the data 
which has accumulated for each device through the period of its manufacture. In 
addition, each Termination report has to be audited and the inventory checked and 
certified to, after which said inventory must be disposed of through the proper 
Government Disposal Agency. The actual payment of the many claims is passed on by 
the General Counsel’s office in Washington, at which time the claim is carefully 
scrutinized for legal form and technicalities. Due to the necessity of thoroughly 
examining and certifying these termination claims in the General Counsel’s office, 
we are unable to definitely state the length of tine that will be required to com- 
plete the work here In New York.

ACTIVITIES : At present the greatest proportion of the time of this Division is 
spent in compiling supplemental data to the Termination Reports sent in by the 
manufacturers of the items ehich were purchased through this office. As some of 
these contracts go back over a period of several years, the compiling of the above 
mentioned data is quite a length job and requires a thorough stu(^ of the data 
which has accumulated for each device through the period of its manufacture. In 
addition, each Termination report has to be audited and the inventory checked and 
certified to, after which said inventory must be disposed of through the proper 
Government Disposal Agency* The actual payment of the many claims is passed on by 
the General Counsel* s office in Washington, at whidi time the claim is carefuny 
scrutinized for legal form and technicalities. Due to the necessity of thoroughly 
examining and certifying these termination claims in the General Counsel's office, 
we are unable to definitely state the length of tine that will be required to com- 
plete the work here in New fork*

2. Since it has been definitely established that the present offices 
racated by December 31st, it can be assumed that any work not completed by 
office at this time will be transferred to Washington. Until that date, however, 
B the writer* s judgment that the work can best be processed and accomplished in 
lork because of the matter of dealing with the vendors of tJie items and the 
of the large and unusual inventories. 

3- Therefore, it is requested that the previous date of liquidation of 
this office, which had been given as November 15th, now be changed to December 31st. 

As a matter of incidental information, it can be authoritatively stated that should 
the office be moved before that time, OSS will lose the services of the remaining 
civilian employees since they would not care to transfer to Washington for a month 
or two, and in addition to this, it will place all the officers and enlisted men on 
a travel status in Now York because of the work still remaining here to do. The 
additional cost of this latter, the writer believes, will be greater than maintaining 
the office in its present location.
